Lineer, Pelote asked to 
resign by ASI President 


ASI Attorney General Tom Lineer 
Friday resigned his position in the 
wake of a request frorn AS! President 
Heyman Matlock. In the same action 
Matiock also requested the 
resignation of Generai Counsel Willie 
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Pelote 

Pelote, who is paid $4500 annually 
in the position, refused to resign and 
has vowed to take to the Senate the 
fight to retain his job 

“lt don't know why | have been 
asked to resign and | won't until | 
know why,” Pelote has said 

According to Pelote, Matlock cited 
“personal problems” between Pelote 
and Lineer as the reason for the re- 
quest, which Matlock considered 
necessary to “keep the administration 
together.” 

Lineer has tdid the Morne? that 
Pelote's salary, which is $2500 :nore 
than that of Matiock, has been the 
source of the problems between the 
two. Lineer called the salary “unjus-

Perhaps Plotkin, a past chairman 
of the SPA and its legislative advocate 
for the past three years, is a little 
biased, but the facts are impressive 
The money, invoivement, and power 
of the student governments in the 
state university system seem to be 
paralleled in few places in the coun- 
try 

The total budget for all student 
governments in the 18 active cam- 
puses is over $6 million. 

Students are members of almost 
every study group which submit 
recommendations to Chancellor 
Gienn Dumke. These recommen- 
dations are almost always passed on 
to become Trustee policy. 

in some instances, the SPA’s en- 
dorsement is crucial to a task force's

How many people can Say that 
about their job? Probably not a whole 
lot, at least not with the enthusiasm 
with which Timothy Comstock says it. 

Comstock is the Acting Dean of 
Students on the CSUS campus this 
year. Since August he has overseen 
Student Affairs from the office of the 
Dean. Before, he was assistant Dean 
of Students for 18 months in charge of 
Student Discipline and Personnel.

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Having kept abreast with the sparring in the Hornet, | see that the question 
invoived in the Iranian student dispute is ultimately one of the university's role 
For those who are so concerned with clean walls, the state offers many such 
monoliths downtown, let's hope the university does not offer students such a 
sterile environment where dissent is not tolerated except in uninspired diat- 
ribes, ineffectual as they are insignificant. Students should welcome the op- 
portunity to experience and feel the pulse of politics in other parts of the world 
they should consider it an equa! opportunity for themselves to dissent against 
injustices perpetrated abroad jn their name by their government Rather than 
criticizing the activists who bring us such information, American students 
snould rebel against the threat to homogenize political persuasion and 
welcome dissent as an intellectual expression 


What Homa Tehrani was trying to tel! us by Outlining the relationship 
between the United States and Iran (Hornet 12/2/77) was precisely that the 
U.S. contributes to and supports conditions in Iran that most Americans would 
not tolerate, giving foreign students the license to protest while in this country 
People on this campus seem to forget that they constitute a viable 
intellegentsia which could prove a formidable force in affecting the course of 
world politics (evidence the student rebellion of just a decade ago) It's tronic 
that the foreign students take better advantage of the university than American 
students especially minorities 

As for hospitality, | doubt if Iranian students and their families at home think 
American policy supporting a repressive government in Iran is an act of hos- 
pitality. American hospitality should consist of supporting these students as 
they use this country and its one last resource of free expression to criticize 
their native conditions and American politics as Originally intended. Americans 
Should also learn from these students what their country’s foreign policy is 
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committing abroad, and extend reali hospitality by joining in their dissent 
Instead this student body hints of a right - wing tendency reminiscent of the 
reactionary behavior of southern universities in pre - civil rights years This 
institution should be more than a factory which produces herds of middle - 
rank bureaucrats to fill mediocre positions in government, private enterprise 
and police forces 

Petty criticism of Iranian students is well in accord with the appearance of 
military recruiters and the imminent presence of ROTC: all phenomena con- 
tributing to our homogeneity and assimilation — where dissent has no place 
the university is the last bastion of civil disobedience if the students would only 
exercise their capacity and power. the Hornet should welcome and contribute 
to student activism rather than stifling editorials against walls covered with 
news, self - expression and politics. One can read more politics on the 
buildings of this campus than on all such edifices in the entire city (or any 
newspaper for that matter) and it would seem that the Homet should contribute 
in stimulating such expression It is odd indeed that graffiti has only now come 
under criticism when mindless racism and reactionary politics have adorned 
the public’s view for years. This leads me to believe that objection to Iranian 
protest is not so much a matter of politics as it is sheer racism 

For Robert K. Smith Jr who criticized the student “hiding in anonymity,” he 
should realize that such anomymity is imperative for Iranian students and that 
to object of lranian dissent is to support the repression which demands the 
anomymity which Mr Smith himself readily objects to. Obviously desirous of 
open expression, mr. Smith should help contribute to an environment which 
allows such openness rather than supporting the likes of the Shah 

To the Hornet — support expression and contribute to the “cluttering” of 
university walls with more than ads to sell skis and stereos but with the politics 
which should characterize the university as restless and dissenting

The “Father of Fetology” Professor Sir William Litey of New Zealand 
famous in part for his development of the technique for giving blood 
transfusions to a child in the womb, states that “By 30 days, just 2 weeks past 
the Mother's first missed menstrual period, the baby has a brain of un- 
mistakable human proportions, eyes, ears. mouth, kidneys, liver, umbilical 
cord and a heart pumping blood he has made himself.” With the most up - to 
date and sensitive equipment now available brain waves have been monitored 
about 5 weeks from conception Electrocardiogram tracings have been 
monitored even sooner, indicating hindbrain action even then 

At 6weeks the unborn child's skeleton is complete (in cartilage), milk teeth 
duds are present and his/her nervous system is so well developed that it can 
control muscle movements —- even though the mother might be yet unaware 
that she is even pregnant 

At seven and eight weeks the unborn child has the appearance of a 
miniature baby with a functioning body — brain waves sending impulses to co - 
ordinate the other organs. heart beating sturdily, stomach producing digestive 
juices, liver manufacturing biood cells. and kidneys extracting uric acid from 
the blood 

Yet with these facts available to everyone, some uninformed people cryout 
that within the first three months the unborn child is only a mass of protoplasm 

not even “ative.” 

Contrary to the belief of many people, abortions are legal and frequently 
performed anytime up to delivery Fortunately, thanks to a bill proposed and 
passed by Assembiyman Mike Antonovitch, a child aborted in California must 
be treated and given the same medical attention that all premature infants 
receive. With this exception, an unborn child is literally given no rights under 
law until be or she is actually born, and his/her life is completely at the mercy of 
the mother’s whim 

We reject the philosophy emerging in society that only the “wanted,” the 
perfectly healthy, the financially secure, and those of the right ethnic 
background should be given the right to life: How many of us were ‘wanted” 
initially when our mothers found out that they were pregnant The child 
dreaded by many a mother so often turned out to be their pride and joy or the 
light in the life of same other woman who had been childless

Faculty salary 
increase asked

A 99 per cent salary increase for 
faculty members was requested by 
the Trustees of the California State 
University and Colleges at their meet- 
ing last Wednesday The additional 
costs to the state for this increase will 
be $41.1 million 

This request is somewhat higher 
than the Trustees’ request last year 
for a 85 per cent increase and is 
significantly higher than the 50 per 
cent increase faculty actually 
received last year 

TheTrustees supported the _ in- 
Crease after hearing from Vice 
Chancellor Marjorie Wagner that the 
purchasing power of CSUC faculty 
Salaries has declined 16.7 per cent 
since 1968 

The salary increase proposal has 


the Student Presidents Association 
This is one of the few times the UPC 
has ever endorsed a proposed salary 
increase of the Trustees 

| think this is a good example of 
what can happen when aii groups in- 
volved work together to achieve 
mutually agreeable proposals 
Chancellor Glenn Dumke said 

In other action, the Trustees ap- 
proved salary increases of from 50 
per cent to 150 per cent for ad- 
ministrative and support staff. The 
Overall increase for the proposed 
salary program is approximately 95 
per cent and will cost the state over 
$21 million 

Therefore. the total costs of the 
salary increases for faculty and staff 
will be $62.2 million is approved by 
the Legisiature and Governor Brown

This is the fourth in a series of six 
articles on the Associated Students 
Incorporated (ASI). The series will 
discuss the history of the ASI, the ex- 
ecutive branch, the legislative bran- 
ch, the judicial branch, and the 
programs which are funded through 
the ASi. Kate Connors, who put the 
series together is presently a Senator 
in the ASI Senate. Previous to her 
current position she was director of 
the ASi Special Events Committee. 

The legislative authority of As- 
sociated Students Incorporated lies 
in the Student Senate, which by cor- 
porate standards is the Board of 
Directors 

The Senate is made up of students 
representing each school or division 
in the university, and elected by ‘at 
school or division There is one 
representative for every 1500 
students registered in that school or 
division. The Dean of Students or his 
representative and a member of the 
faculty appointed by the Faculty 
Senate serve as ex - officio, non - vot 
ing members of the Senate 

The Senate Chair is elected by the 
student body at large and the Senate 
elects one of its own voting members 
to act as Vice Chair of the Senate the 
Vice Chair serves as Chair in the 
absence of the Chair and performs 
duties as assigned by the Chair 

Each Senator is entitled to one 
vote Proxy or absentee votes are not 
permitted A simple majority 
constitutes a quorum for conducting 
business unless otherwise stated 
within the Constitution or statutes 

The Senate is required to meet 
once every two weeks but presently 
meets weekiy, on Mondays at 4 pm 
in the Senate Chambers, third floor of 
the University Union 

The Senate, according to the 
Constitution, has the following res- 
ponsibilities and powers to adopt 
Statutes establishing and governing 
activities. enterprises, and under- 
takings of the ASCSUS. and to adopt 
other laws subsidary to such statutes 
to establish, upon the recommen 
dation of the President. executive 
boards and committees, and to define 
the structure, duties. and tenure of

Reserve Officers Training Corps is

relationships in the US. army 
problem solving techniques and ex-

However, ROTC was one of the is- 
sues students in the 1960's anti - war 
movement protested and heiped 
eliminate frorn some college cam- 
puses, like Kent State 

Campbell says “militarism doesn't 
belong on campus.” In his memoran- 
dum to the faculty senate committee 
(Novernber 21) ROTc is “an atien 
force in American colleges and 
universities and a serious con- 
tradiction of American ideals. In an 
earlier period of American history it 
(ROTC) was justified by the tradition 
of a small reguiar armed force which 
would be expanded in time of war 
it was understood as a vehicle for 
training reserve officers too 
smal to be a threat to civilian con- 
trot.” 

Campbell further asserts the 
military is interested in establishing 
ROTC on the nation's schools and 
colleges so the US. army can utilize 
them for training camps and rec- 
ruiting offices. Another reason is to 
win friends for the military in weil - 
educated and infivential circles such

The Chancellor is not interested in 
approving or disapproving the 
proposal, according to Anderson, but 
added the proposal has the approval 
of the fiscal affairs committee.

Anderson says 79 students enrolled 
at CSUS are in the extension program 
at University of California, Davis. Six- 
ty - six of those students are earning 
ROTC stipends from the army, and 
three students commute to the 
University of California, Berkeley to 
take Airforce ROTC.

Presidents before making the en- 
dorsement 

“The SPA and the University 
really negotiated as 
equals on this issue,” remarked a 
member of the Chancellor's staff. 

if the student leaders fail to get 
their way in the Chancellor's Office 
they often go to the State Legisiature 

“We have a golden rule that states 
we only go to the Legislature if all 
other avenues at our disposal are ex- 
hausted,” Plotkin said. 

California is so far ahead of most 
states that student leaders who 
move here can hardly believe what 
they see. 

At the University of Virginia, for ex- 
ample, the. University President 
decides each year wi.ether or not to 
allocate $20,000 to student 
government. This is the only money 
Virginia has for its 30,000 students. 

Several major universities, in- 
tiuding Harvard University, have no 
student government at all. “The at- 
titude of administrators here is that 
students are in school to learn, not to 


lead,” remarked a Harvard freshman 

Part of the SPA’s power seems to 
be a result of the attitude of 
Chancellor Dumke. His governing 
principle is to allow every interest 
group a Say in shaping future policy. 
When devising the annual budget, 
Dumke receives requests from 
University Presidents, faculty, alum- 
ni, and the SPA. 

Another major reason for the 
power is the amount of money 
student government has to work with. 
Each of the over 300,000 students 
attending staté universities must, by 
State law, pay $20 a year in student 
fees. The SPA voted to give 15 cents a 
student per year to the statewide as- 
sociation. Thus the group has the 
money to hire a full time lobbyist in 
the Legisiature, a half - time lobbyist 
in the Chancelior's Office, and a full - 
time secretary. 

In the last few years the SPA has 
lobbied succeasfully for beer on cam- 
pus, handicapped ‘student facilities, 
student involvement in faculty hiring, 
and student membership on the 


The SPA lobbying effort was con- 
sidered crucial to the Educational 
Opportunity Programs’ massive in- 
crease in funding two years ago and 
the SPA helped save the Innovation 
Grants program last year 

Where does the SPA go from here? 

“The SPA is a growing 
organization representing student 
governments. The association's 
political horizons are expanding,” 
says Ross Dierking, a CSUS student 
active in Campus politics. 

At its last monthiy meeting in 
Chico, the SPA assembied the 
student financial officers to discuss a 
current audit of student governments. 
There was serious talk of establishing 
a statewide financial officers as- 
sociation to advise and aid the SPA. 

In addition, the SPA is looking for 
ways to increase its budget without 
taking more in student fees so it can 
hire more staff and increase travel 
budgets. 

“This group is on its way up. Ten 
years from now there is no telling 
whai influence it may have,” con- 
cludes Plotkin.

The policy permits students and 
alumni who are registered with the 
Career Center at their 
home campus to subscribe to 
vacancy bulletins distributed by other 
campuses, and have access to open

Music, theater, reviews, etc. 
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‘Gabler’ elegantly handsome 


Ibsen’s play explores social pressure of 
men and women traveling, in theater

Henrik Ibsen wrote Hedda Gabler 
in a quieter time — 1890's Norway 
when drawing room drama could un- 
fold slowly and tell a story fully 

In our television conditioned 
generation it is hard to make the tran- 
sition from opening punch before the 
commercial and wild racing car 
scenes, to the more intricate weaving 
of the Victorian tapestry 


But it is worth the effort to explore 
with Ibsen, the many levels of human 
and social experience he saw making 
up the fabric of life around him 


Friday night the CSUS Drama 
Department delivered an elegantly 
staged, handsomely presented 
Hedda Gabier at the University 
Theatre 


The cast was uniformly fine, with 
Deborah Allen - Barton superb as the 
headstrong, gutsy. frustrated Hedda 
Linda Montalvo was her clear 
counterpoint as the worrying 
helping, quietly influential Thea Jean 


Weil as Aunt Julie and Randy Fechter 
as Judge Brack gave outstanding per- 
formances. Steve Barton was an ap- 
propriately klutzy and boring 
Tessman 


The set was first - class, designed 
by Paul Waldo, and the costumes, by 
Catherine Hand worthy of any 
professional stage 


Director Herbert Kline seemed to 
have a most difficult task because of 
the cultural transition required of the 
audience, and because of Hedda’s 
overpowering ennui (How does one 
explore boredom without putting the 
audience to sleep?) Therefore the 
pace seemed too slow, or the rhythm 
not well established — or was thatthe 
reflection, again, of the television 
generation? 


The story is apparently simple. A 
head - strong young woman married 
because she ‘had danced herself out’ 

she had reached an age when there 
was no alternative for her, in her 
social class insuburban upper middle 
class Norway, but to marry

So she married on a whim, without 
love, a scholar who offered her noth- 
ing but an elegant house to live in and 
a life of tedium ever after 

A strong, intelligent, energetic per- 
son, Hedda was forced by her 
position and her own fear of scandal 
to spend life as an observer, anon - 
participant in the world outside her 
home 

She watched the men come and 
go, and she saw them collect wages 
prestige, and social position for doing 
ridiculous “work while she was putin 
the position of either helper or det- 
ractor 

She chose the latter Hedda was a 
caged and chained tiger pushed into 
the role of pussycat 

She watched the women around 
her find their only satisfaction as 
silent helpers of men, sacrificing their 
lives, their money, and their ambition 
for their men. Hedda wouldnt play 
the game — she played with her pis- 
tols instead 


Ibsen explored the social pres- 
sures on both men and women 
traveling the narrow Victorn 
pathway to respectability. The men 
were as weak and ineffectual as the 
women were powerless and secon- 
dary 

Ibsen wrote about courage and 
beauty and life; he also wrote about 
cowardice and manipulation and 
death. He, himself, said he wrote not 
so much about feminism as about the 
condition of all human beings, depic- 
ting “human emotions, human des- 
tinies, upon a groundwork of certain 
of the social conditions and prin- 
ciples of the day.”

One of the reasons behind Ponty's 
success 1s his clever fusion of rock 
and jazz Ponty was able to contribute 
to the efforts with the 


pioneering 


blending of the two styles through his 
work with such artists as John 
McLaughlin, Frank Zappa and Elton 
John 


Ponty has created his music inthat 
imaginative void that exists between 
straight’ rock or jazz Each band 
member receives a fully notated chart 
for each composition which also has 
slots for improvised solos. The result 
is adynamic sound with a network of 
cohesive and recurring themes 


Pontys stateside commercial 
success really began with his signing 
with Atlantic records and the release 
of four albums Upon the Wings of 


Music. released in 1975 and the 
subsequent Aurora, Imaginary 
Voyage and the latest Enigmatic 
Ocean 


It is not just catchy tunes or amaze 
of electronics that make Ponty's 
music so successful Born in France 
to classical music teachers, Ponty 
was raised On music and attended the 
prestigious Conservatoire National 
Superieur de Musique de Paris Upon 
graduation with the highest award, 
Premier Prix, he joined and toured 
with the Concerts Lamoureaux 
Symphony Orchestra 

It was not until 1964 
20 years in classical music 


after some 
that 


Ponty finally turned his attention to 
the music that had infested Europe 

jazz. In acreative 13 years he was able 
to produce the fascinating music that 


has escalated him into one of the 
premiere live attractions tr ntem 
porary music 

Pontys nine song evenir } ) 
cluded several of his new songs along 
with some favorites. “The Garden of 
Babylon,” and “New Country from 
the Imaginary Voyage album and 
Trans - love Express Eniqmatic 
Ocean" and “Nostalgic Lady from 


the newest release brought several 


standing ovations from the ful 
house 
There appears to be a painful 


correlation between the rising price 
of concert tickets and the diminishing 


amount of service offered 


Throughout the show rude ushers 
shined flashlights into the crowds 
eyes The public, apparently, is no 


longer entitled to photograp! 
concerts aS cameras were subjec 
tively not allowed although several 
members of the audience succeeded 
in getting them in. The acoustics 
which are usually superior in the 
Community Center Theatre fell 
disappointingly short 

It's ashame that such a quality per 
formance like Pontys has to be 
marred by the idiotic and in 
competent service that was provided 
Friday night. Ponty’s viability as an 
entertainer is only enhanced by his 
nich accent, trim physique and his 
glittery violins 


Armatrading captivates Davis following 
Black, British songwriter and group ‘show some emotion’

“Do you think maybe | should 
come back ‘ere again?” Joan Ar- 
matrading asked, with her soft 
beguiling British accent, 

The audience’s answer was un- 
mistakable — she had just been coax- 
ed back on stage for asecond encore 

“Tomorrow night!" someone 
shouted 

She flashed her electric smile and 
swung into “Back to the Night,” 
foresaking her acoustic guitar to sim- 
ply rely on her fine, fuli voice ang the 
talents of her five - man back - up 
group 

It was a good night for Ar- 
matrading Saturday at Freeborn Hall 
From the moment Joan walked on 
stage, we were captivated by that 
smile, her easy manner, the lithe, 
loose body in Levis and a simple biue 
blouse. The music, Armatrading's 
own compositions, was interesting in 
the strongest meaning of the word, 
the focusing between lyrics, 
keyboards, sax, electric guitar. Joan's 
acoustic abilities, and always that im- 
possibility low, complex voice 

The group warmed up with some 
of Joan's best - known songs, em- 
phasizing that rock - reggae style that 
reveals her heritage of the West In- 
dies, where Joan was born in 1950 
and lived for seven years. 

Her group is very professional -—- 
adept at blending their sounds into 
the intricate whole of Armatrading’s 
compositions. “Never is Too Late” 
showcased the skills of lead guitarist

Jerry Donahue, who was with Joanon 
her latest album, Show Some 
Emotion “Water with the Wine.” a 
light - hearted look at a one - night 
stand, featured Red Young on the 
keyboards 

With “Show Some Emotion” the 
Armatrading voice stole the show 
Raised to a high lilt, we felt the 
freedom of happiness, but hers is a 
voice that especially reaches the very 
low depths of depression 

The band took a break and Ar- 
matrading and her acoustic guitar 
carried the show with “Woncha Come 
on Hame?” Declining to “really show 


off’ acoustically, Joan moved over to 
the piano for the cool “Peace in 
Mind.” 


The band came back and really got 
moving with some songs from 1975's 
Back to the Night album and jazzy 
‘Kissin and A Huggin.” 


Some 15 songs and 65 minutes 
after she started, Joan and her band 
said good night and walked off the 
stage to a standing ovation and 
flicked - Bic light show. A minute of 
foot - stomping later, she was back 
with her guitar and band for "People," 


but it seemed that wasn’t enough, and 


back she came with "Back to the 
Night” her second encore 

Much of Armatrading’s excitement 
emerges from the fact she is unique — 
neither her voice nor her style can be 
classed as a type. She's a songwriter - 
singer - musician whose popularity is 
rising for her and her group are ex- 
ceptional in their originality and 
professionalism. At times, however, 
the lyrics are disappointingly 
obscured by the changes within the 
songs — disappointing because the 
lyrics are a revelation of the character 
of the woman and the honesty of her 
music. 


international jazzrockers uninspiring

The show was already an hour late, 
the audience was clapping and grum- 
bling impatiently, the air was filled 
with cigarette and marijuana smoke 
when Peter Afterman stepped onto 
the stage Friday night at the UCD 
Coffeehouse and introduced the 
band. 

“I’m glad you're ali here for the 
highpoint in Davis rnusical history, 
Brand X.” 

It might be hard for any band to live 
up to that intro (though some might 
argue differentiy) but Brand X was 
able to complete an interesting, 
technically masterful, if uninspired 


. get. 


It was easy to see where the band 
picked up the latter half of its 
‘jazzrock’ designation after the first 
few devastatingly loud bars of jazz 
oriented music. A larger hall, or lower 
volume would have been more en- 
joyable and more healthy. it became 
apparent that the long hair of the per- 
formers, far from being a cultural or 
stylistic preference, was purely a 
pragmatic means of hiding the ear- 
plugs. 

The audience, however, was 
primed, and aside from a few fingers - 
in - ears near the speakers, there was 
4.0 other evidence of discomfort and- 
applause frequently greeted the 
manic solos of John Goodsall on 
guitar, and Rob Lumiey on

keyboards. 
But the frenetic nature of the 
material detracted from the overall 
performance. There was aimost no let 
up, or relief from the joud, frantic 
pace with which the concert began. 
Along with the decible level and 
the crowdedness, the lack of proper 
ventilation was also an unfortunate 
ituation at the UCD Coffeehouse. 
Either the number of tickets should be 
limited, or best of all, ano smoki 
dinance should be in effect i 
concerts. 
Given the drawbacks of the
